The inference is that the 
change in United States administra- 
tion is a hopeful augury of a broader 
national viewpoint. on the debts sit- 
vation... Remission of Germanys 
obligations depends on similar lenien- 
cy, being shown by the chief creditor 
nation, the United States. 

Mr. Roosevelt has hastened — to 
deny the London rumor. that he will 
cross the Atlantic before his inaug- 
uration to discuss the question of 
debt revision. He has also contra- 
dicted the statement in the London 
newspapers’ that he is inclined to 
make more favorable war debt om 
with Great Britain. 

It is difficult to understand the 
British view ‘that the Democratic vic- 
tory predicated a chiange in American 
policy on-war debts.-. Mr. Roosevelt 
was silent on the subject during his 
campaign but several of his leading 
lieutenants made it clear that they 
are all for the full pound of flesh 
from the former Buropean Allies. 
Among the number is. Mr..W. G. 
McAdoo, a member of the Wilson 
cabinet and a prospective member of 
the Roosevelt administration. His 
senatorial ‘victory in California and 
kis outstanding contribution to the 
Roosevelt nomination in Chicago give 
him a claim on cabinet preferment. 

Mr. McAdoo turned author not 
long ago. and in his autobiography, 
‘‘Crowded Ycars’’, he has something 


_ interesting to say on the matter of 


war debts. He insists on the the 

debts being paid and this is how he 

suggests payments might be made.

e Democrats 
Now in Power 


For the fifth time in a period of 
72 years the Denrocratic party has 
elected its candidate to the presiden- 
cy of the United States. _ Two of 
its previous victories were by very 
narrow margins: In 1884, when 
Cleveland won thie pivotal state of 
New ‘York by a mere handful of 
votes, and in 1916 when belated re- 
turns from California took that 
state out of the Republican column 
and gave victory to Wilson, after his 
defeat was conceded. Wilson’s vic- 
tory in 1912 was a result of a civil 
wat which broke out in the Republic- 
an party when the ambitions of 
Roosevelt and Taft clashed. In. the 
whole period the Democrats, until 
last week: only scored one decisive 
victory: in 1892, when Cleveland was 
élected for a second term over Presi- 
dent Harrison by so-.wide. a margin 
that predictions were made that the 
Republican party would never re- 
cover from its overthrow. But. the 
emergence of the silver issue split 
the Democratic party and the Repub- 
licans, rinforced by the gold Demo- 
crats, returned to power in 1896 and 
have since held the presidential of- 
fice except for the Wilson intereg- 
num of eight years. 

Thhie Republican party, until it fell 


‘|upon the evil times of the past three 


years, has been fortunate. It regard- 
ed itself as the agency by which pros- 
perity could be given to the country 
and circumstances time and again 
seemed to give support to the claim. 
Thus the post-war depression disap- 
peared about the time the Fordney- 
McComber high-tariff, which replac- 
ed the low tariff of the Democratic 
regime, came into operation; and the 
following era. of prosperity, culmin- 
ating in the boom of 1928 and 1929, 
was accepted by the people as proof 
of the wonder-working qualities of 
Republican policies, The tremend- 
ous Republican sweeps of 1924 and 

1928 were consequences of this wide- 
ly-held belief. 

It was President Hoover's misfor- 
‘tune ‘to be in office during” thite. 
years of deepening ‘depression for 
which he found thiimself and his party 
—to his consternation and indigna- 
tion—held responsible. He was in a 
particularly vulnerable position be- 
cause in 1928 he had, on behalf o: 
his his party, laid full claim to the 
credit for bringing about a , condi- 
tion of great prosperity and had 
moreover, made explicit promises as 
to its continuance in ever-mountiny 
measure. ~On the principle of tb: 
adage that, ‘‘he who claims the rain 
must take blame for the drouth,’’ 
the Democrats held the President 
responsible for the hard times; and 
pressing the issue relentlessly they 
have now achieved a notable victory 
which will perhaps be a turning 
point in the political history of the 
United States. Democrats will be in 
full control of all departments of 
government—the ‘Presidency, tthe 
Senate and the House of Represent- 
atives; and will thus have full op- 
portunity to carry out those policies 
of rescue and restoration, of which, 
according to claims largely made dur- 
ing the campaign, they have the sec- 
ret.

There ‘das been a great deal of talk 
about general elections to ratify the 
imperial Conference agreements. Mr. 
Mackenzie King suggesied such a 
course of action to Mr. Bennett. 
The same proposal has been made in 
other Empire countries. In none is 
sud} an, occurrence likely, sinee all 
the govccnments in power possess a 
working majority. 

ulue following comments, by the 
Vancouver Province are, however, in- 
teresting in this connection. 

Here surely is one more in 
stance which the vapors of part- 
isanship obscure the right vis- 
ion of the statesman. Nobody 
suggests that Mr. King, in the 
name of Canadian Liberalism, 
is bound to. swoscribe, holus bol- 
us, to the agreements made at 
the Ottawa conference. But 
they were agreements. They 
were made, in tha names of sev- 
eral nations of the Empire, by 
their responsible “ ministers. 
There is every reason te say that 
the consensus of public opinion 
in the British Empire is on the 
side of of o fair trial of the new 
sysvem of preference set up by 
these agreements; there is like- 
wise every reason to say that 
they will be ratified by the na- 
tions of the Empire in turn. 

There -are ditficulties, in the 
very nature of such pacts as 
these, about the patriotic obliga- 
tions of men who dissent from 
them, either in principle or in 
detail, Tk say tha men wh 
conscientiously oppose tho gen- 
eral scheme of Empire trade pre- 
ference must be silenced talto- 
gether is an absurd and impos- 

sible position. But equally it is 
certain ‘that no. inter-imperial 
treaty can, over be made if ev- 
ery nation in the HEmpire must 
have a general election about it 
before it can be ratified. 


it is a curious situation. The 
Province. justice, pleads. for a 
fair trial for the conference agree- 


ments; on the other hand, it is only 
right that those who do not agree 
with the type of agreements made 
at Ottawa shbuld express their op- 
inions now, if they believe that a 
trial of those agreements would work 
harm to our national welfare. 

The Province imputes a_ political, 
rather than a patriotic, motive to 
Mr. King’s suggeston. If the Prov- 
ince is right, then Mr. King is to be 
condemned and we thave yet another 
example of short-sighted partisan- 
ship cancelling out statesmanship. 
But in relation to the Imperial Con- 
ference agreoments we are not all 
sure opposition can be attributed to 
partisanship. Certain fundamental 
economic’ issues are tied up with 
them. 

What colors the whole situation is 
the fact that at the moment the ag- 
reement reached at Ottawa mean al- 
most nothing at all. The Province 
pleads for a fair trial; a fair trial 
(or any sort of trial whatsoever) is 
impossible as long as the present 
rate of exchange exists between 
Great Britain and Canada. We sug- 
gest that if this journal is so anx- 
ious for a fair trial to the agree- 
ments, it go one step further and 
suggest some monetary step (such 
as Canada going off the gold stan- 
dard) in order to make the trial pos- 
sible.

Eight Months’ Gold Output 


Production Showing An Increase 

° »Month By Month 

The importance of Canada as a 
gold-producing country continues to 
increase, The output for the first 
eight months of 1932 is substantially 
higher than for the corresponding 
period in 1931, Production of gold 
in the Dominion from January 1 to 
August 31, 1932, amounted to 2,011,- 
804 fine ounces valued at $41,577,342, 
compared with 1,724,089 ounces worth 
$35,640,082, produced in the first eight 
months of last year. Each successive 
month this year has shown an in- 
crease in the yield of gold over the 
previous month. . Most of the gold 
produced in Canada comes from 
Northern Ontario, the Kirkland Lake 
and Porcupine areas being the princi- 
pal sources of production. Quebec, 
Manitoba, British Columbia and the 
Yukon Territory each contribute a 
limited supply of the precious metal. 


Over 100,000 pounds of eels are ex- 
ported annually from Canada, princi- 
pally to German and the United 
States. The present season was start- 
ed recently with a shipment of 50,- 
000 pounds to Germany. Eels are 
caught in Canada along the lower 
River St. Lawrence and off the At- 
lantie Coast.

Sales of this 
product for the last calendar year 
totalled over 17,000,000 pounds, and 
weekly reports which are received 
from all establishments which are 
branding beef under the regulations ; 
indicate a very gratifying increase in 
sales for the first few months of the

Pie Crust Easily Made 


No Skill. Required For Success With 
New Method 3 

The making of a good pie crust 
used to be one of the criteria by 
which a housewife’s skill was judged. 
Most experienced cooks will rememb- 
er the anxiety with which they learn- 
ed to blend flour and shortening, and 
their difficulty in adding just the right 
amount of ice water. Since differ- 
ent flours have varying capacities for 
absorbing moisture it took experience 
to know by the “feel” of the pie 
dough when it was ready for rolling. 

The filling was not as hard to make, 
from a technical point of view, but 
it took time and there were plenty 
of utensils to wash afterward! Now 
there is a new method of making pie 
with crumb crusts and uncooked fil- 
lings which js being hailed with de- 
light. 

Nacestened Condensed. Milk is the 
“magic” ingredient which . makes 
these new pies possible. These easy 
combinations of pie crusts and fillings 
are divided into tWo groups; meringue 
pies, ahd cream pies. The fillings in 
each case are made by biending 
sweetened condensed milk an@ lemon 
juice. This makes a thick, rich base 
to which various kinds of fresh fruits 
may be added. ; 

In making the crust for meringue 
pies blend one cup crumbs (graham 
cracker, toasted graham bread, choco- 
late wafers or lemon snaps) with % 
cup sweetened condensed milk and a 
few grains of salt. Line a well-butter- 
ed pie tin with this crumbly mixture 
and pat into shape. Pie made with 
this crust should be spread with mer- 
ingue and require only as much time 
in the oven as is needed to brown 
the fluffy topping. 

If whipped cream is to be used in 
place of meringue roll % cup of 
crumbs and cover bottom of buttered 
pie plate. Cut halves of wafers or 
crackers and set them around the 
edge of the pie plate. This type of 
crust needs no baking at all. 

Both types of pies require thorough 
chilling for several hours. Raspber- 
ries, blueberries or strawberries may 
be used in. place of blackberries in 
the Blackberry Meringue Pie which is 
given below. 

BLACKBERRY MERINGUE PIE 

1% cups (1 can) “agle Brand 

Sweetened Condensed Milk. 
14 cup lemon ‘juice. 
eggs. 
cup blackberries. 7 
tablespoons granulated sugar. 
Toasted Graham. Bread 

Crust. 

Blend together Kagle Brand Sweet- 
ened Condensed Milk, lemon juice and 
egg yolks. Fold in blackberries which 
have been slightly crushed. Pour into 
nine-inch pie plate lined with Toasted 
Graham Cracker Pie Crust. Cover 
with meringue made by beating egg 
whites until stiff and adding sugar. 
Bake in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
Fahrenheit) until brown. Chill be- 
fore serving.

Fight Agaist Typhoid 
Fever Brings Results 


Disease Has Been Almost Entirely 
Conquered In Alberta 

Typhoid fever has been almost en- 
tirely conquered in Alberta, accord- 
to a report just issued by the Provin- 
cial Department of Public Health. In 
1913 the mortality rate in Alberta 
from this disease was 38 per 100,000 
of the population. Last year the rate 
was two per 100,000. For every in- 
dividual who contracted the disease in 
the province last year, 15 were re- 
ported in 1918, and for every death 
last year, there were 10 deaths in 
1913, Sixteen deaths were due to this 


cause last year as compared with 


161 in 1918.

Ty- 
phoid fever is a.communicable disease 
and therefore is preventable and the 
exercise of sanitary precautions is a 
major factor in checking its spread. —

New Use For Mineral 


Anhydrite May Soon Become a 
Valuable Asset To Canada 

Anhydrite, a mineral which is a na- 
tural relative of gypsum, found ex- 
tensively in some parts of Canada, 
may soon become a much more val- 
uable asset than it has hitherto been 
regarded. For some time scientists. of 
the Canadian Government Depart- 
ment of Mines have been making in- 
tensive experiments with anhydrite, 
with encouraging results. The re- 
search work has been directed largely 
towards ascertaining how to use 
anhydrite in the manufacture of com- 
mercial plasters, and now plasters 
from this mineral have been produced, 
which, it is disclosed following a ser- 
les of exacting tests, compare favor- 
ably both in setting qualities, tensile 
strength and other factors with the 
better grades of gypsum plasters; in 
fact, the experiments so far made 
show the anhydrite plasters have 
have greater density than those of 
gypsum, that they are easily worked, 
are strong and do not require calcina- 
tion. So it comes about that the scien- 
tists have discovered that an inciden- 
tal mineral regarded ywith disfavour 
by gypsum operators largely because 
of the expense involved in sorting it 
from the gypsum, on which it acts as 
an adulterant, promises to prove a de- 
cided asset.

Possessions Of Swedish “Match King” 
Auctioned At Stockholm 

Curio hunters packed the sales 
room at Stockholm, Sweden, at the 
auction of the private possessions of 
Ivar Kreuger, Swedish “match king,” 
who committed suicide in March.

A pair of steel scissors 
with Kreuger’s name engraved on 
them brought $12 and ordinary kitch- 
en kettles worth about a dollar sold 
for ten times their value.

. a Palace

with Prussia. His train,, consisting of 
nine coaches, held among other

The coaches were linked by decor- 
ated bridges. In the middle of the 
train was the royal sitting room, with 
chairs, ottomans, sofas, mirrors, pic- 
tures, clocks, and chandeliers, To the 
right was the dining-room, to the 
left the Emperor’s study. In the 
study stood an elegant writing-table, 


a thermometer. A curious feature of 
this room was a telegraphic appara- 
tus by means of which messages were 
exchanged with the compartments of 
various Court officials in other parts 
of the train.

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“te We Forget. 


Fourteen years have come and gone since that momentous eleventh hour 
of the eleventh day, of the eleventh month of 1918 when the armistice which 
ended hostilities in the greatest war in the history of-mankind became effec- 
tive. Once again the people of Canada observe ‘Remembrance Day,”—a 
day on which they pay tribute to the memory of the thousands of their fel- 
low citizens, men and women, who gave their lives in a cause Which to them, 
and to us who survive, was a sacred, a noble cause, namely, a war to end 
war. 

3ut as we look back over those fourteen years, and as we view the state 
of the world today, we are perplexed as we seek an answer to the question: 
‘ Has war, after all, been ended? We are disturbed and suffer disquietude as 
we contemplate the present world situation. Were the sacrifices of 1914-1918 

all in vain? Is something worse to follow? 

The nations of the world have not disarmed; quite the reverse is true. 
Armaments are greater and more deadly today than théy were in July, 1914. 
There have been numerous attempts to reduce armaments, but none to do 
away with them altogether, and the attempts at reduction have been feeble 
and for the most part ineffective. 

Under the terms of the Peace Treaty Germany was disarmed, and her 
allies reduced to a position of impotence for the time being. But in disarm- 
ing Germany, the Allies tacitly agreed to bring about world disarmament. 
They have failed to do so, and now Germany is insisting on one of two 
things, either that the Allies proceed to disarm or that Germany be permit- 
ted to re-arm. The German demand is a reasonable one. The Allies cannot 
expert to hold a great, proud and powerful people in the position which the 
German people are forced to occupy at the present time. 

What is to be the Outcome? Will the Allies at last make a real, a deter- 
mined, an honest attempt to disarm? If they do not, they will either have to 
agree to the re-arming of Germany, or that country will proceed to re-arm 
without their consent, and who will, or can, stop her? 

But did the World War end war? As a matter of fact, is not the war 
still in progress, but in another form which is bringing ruin upon all nations 
and imposing huge and incalculable losses and intense suffering upon millions 
of pedple? The weapons now employed. are not bullets and bombs and 
bayonets, but extreme nationalist policies of many kinds,—restrictive trade 
measures, prohibitive tariffs, trade quotas, immigration quotas, with each 
nation striving to promote its own interests by working some harm to other 

Gi nations. Where do we find two nations working in cordial co-operation to 
advance, not only their.own welfare but the welfare of each other, and the 
world at large? Rather, are not the nations engaged in waging war upon 
each other actuated solely by the motive of the survival of the fittest? 

Narrow nationalism kept alive by, and in turn keeping alive, racial and 
religious suspicions, passions and bitterness, rules today, with every nation 
excusing its own selfishness, its own narrowness and bigotry, on the ground 
that other nations started it, are worse than they are, and that they are 
merely providing needed self-protection for themselves. ‘ 

So we find Russia, while teaching its farmers and workers how to build 
and use tractors, at the same time instructing them in the mechanism and 
operation of tanks for use in war. We find democracy overthrown in Italy 
and a war-like dictatorship set up. Fearing each other the countries of 
Europe adopt policies the result of which is ruin to the agriculturists of 
Canada, the United States, and all of the great food exporting countries of 
the world. The United States and France grab all the gold in the world and 
store it away in vaults indifferent to the fact that thereby they bring finan- 
cial chaos upon the world. Each nation is out to kill the trade of all other 
nations, and they have succeeded to the extent that tens of millions of men 
and women are thrown out of work. 

It is a disheartening picture, and no one nation seems to have the 
courage to face it, grapple with it, make a break in the vicious circle, and 
attempt to cut the cords which are throttling and strangling mankind. 
Instead, the old, threadbare excuse is given and acted upon,—the other fellow 
is doing it, he is to blame, and I must follow suit or be submerged.” 

If this attitude is maintained much longer complete world collapse is 
inevitable. Conditions resulting are nothing but a hotbed in which anarchy 
thrives and grows apace. All the enemies of law and order, all the faddists 
with pet but unsound theories of their own, are preying upon the public in all 
countries, promising to create utopias if the people will only arise en masse 
and destroy everything now existing and which has been built up out of the 
labor, the experience, the sufferings of the generations of the past. 

It is the whole system that is wrong, so ‘these agitators declaim, but 
nothing is quite so wrong as such statements. It is not the system that is 
wrong, although like all systems it must constantly change and improve in an 
ever-changing world to meet conditions as they, too, change. No, the fault lies 
in the hearts and minds of people themselves. They still maintain their old 
suspicions and dislikes of each other; they hate any race and language but 
their own; they scorn any religion but their own; each nation suffers either 
from fear or a superiority complex because one or the other is the predomin- 
ating trait of character of the individual men and women who make up the 
nation. It is the individual view which finds expression in purblind national 
policies. 

Many of the politicians and statesmen of the world, the men chosen to 
direct national and international policies, realize the situation and left to 
themselves would be able to accomplish much to remedy it and remove the 
danger which is imminent, but their people will not support them; the masses 
would sweep them aside and put others in their place to continue to insist 
upon policies of extreme narrow nationalism. It is their own suffering they 
are thus determined to maintain, and their ultimate undoing which they will 
pina! about, peideinaneenen heedlessly, and from porey selfish motives.

Deafness May Be Inherited 


Opinion Of J. W. Tinkle Of Ohio 
State University 

Human beings inherit deafness ac- 
cording to John W. Tinkle, of the De- 
partment of Genetics at Ohio State 
University. 

In comparison, the crossing ée two |, 
white sweet peas which came from a 
common stock may produce a purple 
bloom because the purple trait was 
latent in both flowers, so normal par- 
ents may produce a deaf child if deaf- 
wness is a trait characteristic of both 
families. : 

Tinkle drew his conclusions by tak- 
ing 25 persons with an audiometer, 
tracing their family histories. These 
experiments showed deafness is a 
complete trait—a fact which was not 
certain before. 

Tinkle thinks persons, in whom 
deafness is a hereditary trait, should 
not marry deaf persons. Moreover, it 
is dangerous for two deaf persons 
to marry for in the present state of 
knowledge they may not be able to 
ascertain whether their deafness is 
hereditary or not. 

As a result of his study, Tinkle 
will receive the degree of doctor of 
philosophy from Ohio State Univer- 
sity.

If the driver 
is turning to the right he switches: on 
the red light on the off side and a

The system of road crossing con- 
trol by these Robot lights was first 
tried in Edinburgh and proved 80 suc- 
cessful it soon found its way to Lon- 
don.

Lonely Outpost Has 
Most Modern Lifeboat 


Best Equipment Obtainable Possessed 
By Barra On Scottish Coast 

Lonely. Barra, the southernmost 
outpost of the Outer Hebrides, and 
the newest lifeboat station in Scotland, 
is to be honored by the possession of 
one of the most powerful of Britain's 
latest motor lifeboats. 

Its inaugural ceremony took place 
at Cowes, where the Royal»National 
Lifeboat Institution’s building yards 
are situated. The boat will be form- 
ally presented to the institution by 
Sir Percy Mackinnon, chairman of 
Lloyd's. The honored. name of 
“Lloyd’s” has been given to the boat 
to commemorate the fact that for 
over a century, and from its earliest 
days, Lioyd’s has been one of the 
most generous supporters of Britain's 
lifeboats, 

The new boat has a line-throwing 
gun and an electric searchlight. She 
is fitted throughout with electricity, 
and fitted with an oil-spray in the 
bows for spraying oil on the waves 
to smooth the water round the wreck. 
After the ceremony she will go to her 
station on Barra Island, and there 
is little doubt she will maintain the 
high traditions of the Scottish service. 

Last year no fewer than 271 lives 
were saved, bringing the total for 
107 years to 62,758, an average of 11 
lives a week.

this new building is housed a copy of 
every newspaper—British, Dominion 
and foreign—-published since the year 
1800. 

The. enormous output of literature 
of-every kind has. made this new 
building a necessity. The British Mu- 
seum endeavours to obtain a copy of 
every.book printed, from multiplica- 
tion tables»and .bed-time stories to 
the he-man Epics of Ethel M. Dell 
and the novels. of: Elinor Glyn. 
There was no room. for, both books 
and newspapers so the latter have 
been given a new home. 

» The new building {fs located at Col- 
indale; near Hendon, some 10 or 12 


- miles from the Museum itself. It is of 


concrete and steel: with brick veneer 
-and cost over £300,000. It already con- 
tains 275,000 bound volumes of news- 
papers weighing 20,000 tons. They 
occupy 14 miles of shelves. There 
is still room to absorb the world’s 
output’ of newspapers for the next 50 
years. 

The reading room is 87 by 30 feet 
with sitting room and ample desk ac- 
commodation for 56 readers. The 
work of binding is done on the prem- 
ises by the museum staff. 

The building is open to the public. 
Application has first to be made and a 
ticket of admission obtained. Armed 


with this, anyone can walk in, fill up 


a form and in a remarkably short 
space of time any newspaper required 
is laid before him. 

It ig an indescribable experience to 
read as red-hot news what we all once 
had to learn laboriously as history. 
These papers go back to the Battle 
of Trafalgar and beyond; the escape 
of Napoleon from Biba, his defeat at 
Waterloo, the abolition of slavery 
throughout British and, later, Amer- 
ican possessions; the deaths of George 
the Fourth, William of the same regi- 
mental number, Victoria the Good and 
Edward VIL; the crossing of the At- 
lantic by the first steamer, the in- 
ventions of .a thousand and one 
miraculous things which are com- 


monplace today; the institution of | ' 


penny postage, Franklin's ilkstarred 
expedition to the Arctic, the procla- 
mation of a republic in France, wars 
by the score. 

From a historical viewpoint proba- 
bly these. newspapers . have little 
value, history being a matter of per- 
spective, but at least they do portray 
current thought at the time events 
which have since become history were 
actually taking place. What a tragedy 
they do not go back further still. 
Think of the thrill of reading, say, the 
news of the death of Cleopatra — 
“Queen of Egypt suicides. Famous 
beauty succumbs to asp bite”—would 
make: telling. headlines. 

Then the lead. Inconsolable in her 
grief at the death of Anthony, Cleo- 
patra decided to end her life. Dismis- 
sing her servants and accompanied 
only by her favorite asp she retired 
to her couch, She was found later 
by a servant who gave the alarm. 
The court physician diagnosed the 
case of death as snake-bite. 

The paper's medical correspondent 
would then describe for the benefit of 
the uninformed, the precise effect of a 
bite in the bosom. Alas there is no 
such newspaper in existence. 

But the collection of newspapers 


which is gathered here must causé 


politicians a lot of uneasinness. They 
can always be confronted with what 
they said in a moment of exaspera- 
tion or in the days before they turned 
their political coats inside-out. 

There is no point in the question 
as to what Gladstone said in '84, The 
answer is on file.

Taken as .a, whole,, ithe principal 
field crops of Canada have seldom 
attained such total volume as during 
the present season or been of a higher 
quality. Yields were generally sat!s- 
factory fn each of the — provinces, 
despite sectional reverses due to 
weather conditions or Othér causes. A 
preliminary estimate of the Domin- 
ion Bureau of. Statistics placed the 
total yield of wheat in the prairie 
provinces at 446,000,000 bushels but 
from ‘latest reports a total of around 
415,000,000 bushels is now anticipated. 
Even so, the yield is well in excess of 
the ten-year average and the largest 
crop since 1928. 

Last year's prairie crop was. ap- 
proximately 300,000,000 bushels. The 
wheat marketed to date has graded 
exceptionally high and tests indicate 
that the high protein content will be 
maintained. The western oat crop is 
estimated at 274,000,000 bushels 
against 183,700,000 bushels last year 
and the barley crop at 70,000,000 
bushels as compared: with 50,500,000 
bushels. 


May Investigate Coal Prices 


Canadian Fuel. Board Has Been Re- 
Quested To Act 

The Canadian fuel board has been 
requested by Hon. W. A. Gordon, Min- 
ister of Mines, to enquire into and 
prepare a memorandum of the facts 
on coal prices in Canada. Official an- 
nouncement to this effect was made 
by the minister. 

Action is being taken on recent sug- 
gestions that coal prices were -some- 
what high, The question engaged the 
attention of the senate’recently when 
Rt. ‘Hon. Arthur Meighen suggested 
the senate might undertake an in- 
quiry into this matter. 

In the senate, the question of coal 
prices arose when Hon. Cairine Wil- 
son called attention to an article in a 
Toronto newspaper which had alleged 
the existence of a coal combine in 
British anthracite.

Fur Auction 
Collection Of Avelé Timber-Wolf | 
Skins Sold In Winnipeg 

A collection of 282 arcti¢ timber 
wolves was sold by auction in Winni- 
beg recently, the outstanding feature 
of the Dominion Fur Auction Com- 
| pany’s October sale of raw furs. The 
skins were the property of the Do- 
minion Government and on each cne 
of them a bounty of $20 had been 
paid to the trapper regardless of its 
size or quality. A substantial portion 
of the pelts had been taken from 
small pups and the average price real- 
ized was consequently lowered consid- 
ably. 

Prices ranged all the way from 25 
cents for small damaged skins up to 
$20.50 for large sizes of good quality. 
The collection averaged $11. 

A collection of late-caught beaver 
ranged between $11 and $1.75 and 
averaged $8.55 unchanged to five per 
cent. higher than the prices realized 
in August. Cross fox sold unchanged 
to five per cent. higher, realizing from 
$1.80 for badly rubbed skins up to 
forty dollars for good specimens. 

The mink collection was very 
springy and prices realized were not 
representative. The range was 25 
cents up to $5.00. Red foxes were in 
poor demand and mostly bought back. 
Muskrats were all bought back. 

White foxes brought around $18 for 
ones and twos with average Macken- 
vie River and Chesterfield Inlet lots 
bringing from $16 to $16.75, unchang- 
ed from the August level. 

Marten advanced 10 per cent., rang- 
ing up to $21.50 and averaging $10.50. 
Otter was in poor demand and sold | 
unchanged, the range being from $2 
to $16. 

A collection of 2,500 weasel attract- 
ed fair demand, advancing about five 
per cent. Prices ranged from 25 
cents up to 821% cents and averaged 
80 cents for the skins sold. 

Ordinary wolves declined about 10 
per cent., ranging from $8.25 down to 
$2.75 and averaging $5.00.— Mani- 
toba Free Press.

Sweden’s Aerotransport | 
Find Ways To Stimulate | 
Business 


In spite of the depression there was 
an increase of about 50 per cent. in 
the number of passengers on Sweden's 
continental air lines during the first 
six months of this year according to 
a statement by Captain Florman, the 
head of the Swedish Aerotransport 
Company. About 75 per cent. of the 
passengers are business men who are 
attracted by the saving of time in 
transit and by the safety and regu- 
larity of the aerial traffic. The form- 
er time of transit between Malmoe 
and Paris, eleven hours, was this year 
brought down to seven hours, and 
will next year be further reduced to 
about five hours, thanks to the fact 
that luncheon will be served in the 
‘planes to eliminate the previous 
luncheon interval at Amsterdam. 
Other novel features are the facility 
for the passengers to send private 
radio messages while in the air and 
the introduction next year of special 
night ’planes with sleeping accommo- 
dation for the passengers. 

As a further stimulant to the inter- 
est in using the air lines the Aero- 
transport Company has now reduced 
the fares of the Baltic Air Express 
by 25 per cent. on the Malmoe-Paris 
stretch, so that the cost approxi- 
mately corresponds to the second | 
class railway fare.

In Order To 


Decrease Motor Accidents 


Motor vehicle officials in Massachu- 
setts are convinced that there aro 
eight big points of difference between 
drivers who do not have accidents 
and those whose records are be- 
smirched with mishaps. 

They believe if all drivers coud be 
made to-realize that these eight ac- 
cident factors are the primary ones, 
and that if they both knew what they 
were and how to avoid them, the 
traffic_safety situation would be bene- 
fited enormously. 

That is why they devote two 
months every year at the height of 
the travel season to the especially 
strict enforcement of these eight 
“thou shalt nots” with the idea of 
educating drivers as to their import- 
ance. The campaign is more, then, 
than a sporadic period of rigorous 
enforcement. 


It might be interesting for the 
average motorist to sit down with a 
pencil before reading the list of mis- 
hap factors and see how many of the 
eight he can name and in what order 
he places them. They have not been 
selected by chance but on the basis 
of a thorough study of traffic mishaps 
over a long period of years. The lisi 
follows: 

Driving too fast for conditions. 

Passing another vehicle going in 
the same direction when the 
ahead is obstructed. 

Failure to keep to the right of the 
road. 

Failure to slow down for intersec- 
tions. 

Failure to slow down when ap- 
proaching pedestrians. 

Failure to observe the law regard- 
ing stopping for street cars taking on 
or discharging passengers. 

Disregard of traffic control devices, 
signs, signals and stop lights. 

Dangerous and improper parking, 
as on curves and corners. 


view 


The eight points might well be tak- 


en by any motorist anywhere as his 
guide to an accidentless driving ex- 
perience. If he were to undertake the 
task of self-education, it is doubtful 
that he could find a better point of 
beginning than that of learning just 
what careless, heedless, or reckless 
manifestation in traffic is likely to get 
him into. trouble. 

He could make enormous headway 
in improving his safety were he to 
realize the full meaning of only the 
first factor; that of driving too fast 
for conditions. There never has been 
an accident tabulation or analysis 
which did not rank this as the most 
serious breach against the canons of 
safe operation. Even the most lib- 
eral-minded motor vehicle officials, 
those who have stood for the elimina- 
tion of all maximum speed limit laws, 
enter no demurrer to this indictment 
of speed. 

Therefore, if the car operator wants 
to be safe as far as the Massachusetts 
eight points are concerned, h!s proce- 
dure is to decide to use _ his intelli- 
gence at all times in selecting his 
speed and to obey the law with re- 
spect. to the other seven qualifications 
of a careful operator.

LIVE CATTLE FOR BRITAIN 


In a statement to the British Par- 
liament on the removal of restric- 
tions on the importing of Canadian 
cattle, Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, 
Under Secretary for the Dominions, 
intimated that the embargo which 
was lifted in 1922 and the burden- 
some restrictions which had “been 
imposed since then, were required for 
the safeguarding of the health of 
British cattle. But the Montreal 
Gazette rightly remarks that this is 
incorrect . Tile suggestion of pro- 
tecting British cattle against the dan- 
ger of disease in Canadian cattle, 
maintained for many years, was 
nothing but a fine piece of camou- 
flage. The health of Canadian cat- 
tle was well established. The eha-ges 
against the health of Canadian «2. ‘le 
were never proven. The embargo 
and the restrictions were maintained 
really as a proctection against the 
competition of . our cattle in the 
British market. 

The Bwriiish Government was en- 
tirely free to adopt a policy of pro- 
tecting British cattle, but Canada al- 
ways protested against it being done 
under cover of an unwarranted and 
unfair reflection upon the health of 
Canadian cattle. 

At the Ottawa conference the Brit- 
ish delegates agrecd to cancelling 
most of the restrictions on the entry 
of our cattle into Great Britain. 
They will enter on almost the some 
conditions as Ivish cattle. They 
will be tield for only one day, in- 
stead of three days, at the Canadian 
port of shipment, and they wifl not 
require daily inspection on shipboard 
by veterinary officer. 

The restrictions are withdrawn by 
the British Government in the inter- 
est of closer trad» relation between 
Britain and Canada, and in consider- 
ation of the relaxing of restrictions 
on the importing of British pedigree 
catthes into Canada. The prices for 
cattle on the British market are very 
low just now but freer entry for ow 
export cattle should be a valuable ad- 
vantage in time, particularly if the 
exclusion of Canadian cattle from the 
United States market is to continue.
